Vacation days again 
bring 
up 


the difficult problem o£ saving chil- 
dren from the dangers of the streets. 
They need active play for at least 


two hours a day and that should 
be provided on a playground within 
easy reach. It should be supervised 
in order to be effective, as otherwise 
a few unruly children will dominate 
everything to the injury of all. 


The yreat danger (o children in 


IbLi city is due to the grejil number 
of small children who tire left to 
rim the streets al will while their 
parents are at work. These are the 
children who rush into danger, and 
n many cases get run over 'or 
otherwise injured. 


'The street playground 
goes • far 


iowards solving this problem of 
teeping the children of the streets 
out of danger; but the attraction 
should be fo the parks rather than 
he streets. 


There they will not be in danger 


if getting run over and their sur- 
roundings in hot weather, will be 
generally better than on the streets 


f the congested district. The habit 


of catching on to passing vehicles 
s,hould be stamped out as it is 
•try dangerous, yet to see the fre- 
quency with which it is practiced 
lere one would not suppose there is 
a city ordinance against it.
